SPAIN’S WRIGGLES. 


Exhausting Every to Post- 
pone the Inevitable. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


PARIS, Nov. 25.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] It is now known that Spain will 
exhaust her time limit, which expires 
Monday, before replying to the Amer- 
ican offer regarding the Philippine Isl- 
ands. In the mean time the Spaniards 
are canvassing the entire field and ex- 
hausting every resource to postpone the 
inevitable. 

As cabled to the Associated Press 
Wednesday, they could not accept the 
American ultimatum as final without 
asking if it were really so. That ap- 
plied to the time limit. Now the Spai- 
iards apparently doubt the fixedness of 
the amount the Americans offered for 
the Philippines, and today they sent a 
communication to the American, com- 
missioners asking if the latter would 
accept a counter-proposition by- Spain 
to cede the Philippines for $100,000,000. 

Spain imagines that the Americans 
might be willing to lop off the great 
island of Mindanao from the Philip- 
pines and pay Spain $50,000,000 for what 
would remain, instead of $26,000,000 now 
offered for the entire archipelago. 
Spain will learn, in response to such 
inquiry, that the Americans employ 
the word ultimatum to signify ultimate 
conditions. However strenuously Spain 
may seek to increase her money ad- 
vantage for the cession of the Philip- 
pines, she will finally be compelled to 
know that the United States’ offer 
means $20,000,000, no more and no less, 
and that the whole archinelago must 
pass to the United States for that sum. 

Spain, before giving up or turning 
away, will also propose some alterna- 
tive bargain on the Carolines or the 
*Canary Islands to be held in the pos- 
session of the United States-in addition 
to the Philippines, on condition that 
Svain be permitted to retain her sov- 
ereignty in the Philippines. In other 
,words, Spain would cede certain ter- 
ritory in the Carolines and~Canaries 
and the control of the Philippines to 
the United States by a nominal Span- 
ish sovereignty, and, as a further in- 
ducement, propose that the United 
States shall pay Spain no money on 
account of the Philippine Islands.

Attachment Suit Filed Against

Cattle Interests of the South- 
west Involved. 


His Liabilities Are Believed to Be 
Over a Million Dollars—Rose 
From a Cow Feeder to a Rig 
Stock Owner. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

ABILINE (Kan.,) Nov. 25.—A failure 
involving, cattle interests throughout 
the Southwest was precipitated here to- 
day when an attachment suit for $40,000 
was filed against Grant C. Gillette of 
Woodbine by the Gillespie Commission 
Company of Kansas City. 

Gillette controls thousands of cattle 
on the southwestern ranges, .and his 
liabilities are believed to be over $1,000,- 
000. It is now known that on Monday 
of the present week Gillette made an 
assignment and deed of trust of all 
his holdings to D. W. Naill. Gillette 
at once departed for Texas. Naill, 
however, refused to accept the trustee- 
ship, and the papers were not filed. 

This condition of affairs becoming 
noised about, Gillette’s creditors came 
down upon him in droves. Men repre- 
senting twenty-five commission firms in 
Kansas City arrived at Woodbine to- 
day on a special train, and immedi- 
ately began searching for Gillette's 
cattle, which are ranging over Central 
and Western Kansas, Oklahoma, In- 
dian Territory and Texas. Some idea 
of the extent of Gillette’s liabilities was 
gained at the County Register’s office 
here, where fully $1,000,000 of his paper 
is recorded. About one-third of it is 
blanket and unreleased mortgages, 
while the remainder covers cattle now 
being fed. 

The career of Grant C. Gillette has 
been of the skyrocket order: He is 
but 35 years of age, and his opera- 
tions have startled the more conserva- 
tive stockmen. Four years ago he 
lived on a mortgaged quarter section 
of.land near Woodbine, where he be- 
gan his cattle trade by feedtmg steers 
for others. In this he was Successful, 
and on the little ranch he laid the 
groundwork of a business which has 
enabled him to handle over two hun- 
dred thousand cattle within the last 
three years. 

His methods were as novel as they 
were daring. Soon he seemed to have 
unlimited credit. He bought great 
droves of cattle in Texas and brought 
them north for feeding. Soon he or- 
ganized his celebrated “cowboy band,” | 
composed of plainsmen in his employ, 
and when he rode about the country 
in his special car he took his band of 
musicians with him. He even took 
them into eastern cities, where they 
attracted much attention. 

Gillette is said to have recently taken 
out $237,000 life insurance and $200,000 
of accidnent insurance.

The number of ani- 
mals inspected before slaughter num- 
bered 51,235,398. At the time of 
slaughter 31,116,833 animals were in- 
spected and 63,662 were rejected, 91,- 
508 carcasses and 48,189 parts of car- 
casses were condemned.

"OPEN-DOOR” POLICY.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Chairman 
Dingley, chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, in an interview with 
a Star reporter today explained the 
“open door’ policy as applied to the 
future commerce of the Philippines, in 
case they should be acquired by the 
United States. 

“The phrase ‘open door policy’ which 
is now being talked about so much in 
the newspapers,” said Mr. Dingley, 
“means simply equality of treatment 
and not free trade. As applied to the 
dependency of a country, it simply 
means that imports from all countries 
are to be admitted on the same terms 
as imports from the mother country. 
As applied to the Philippines, it would 
mean that imports from Great Britain 
and all other foreign countries are to 
be admitted at the same rates of duty 
as imports from the United States. 
“Of course, this policy could not be 


should be admitted into the Union 
with a Territorial form of government, 
because the Constitution provides that 
duties shall be uniform within the 
United States, unless there should be 
an amendment to the Constitution per- 
| mittine this. Whether it would be pos-

THE BAN OF MASONRY. 


Decree of the Pope of Interest to 
Secret Society Men. 

[Chicago Times-Herald:] Roman 
Catholics in Chicago who were virtu- 
ally excommunicated some years ago 
because of the papal decree forbidding 
them to belong to secret sacieties re- 
joiced yesterday when they learned 
that the ban had practically been 
taken off. The decree just issued from 
Rome permitting the interment of Ro- 
man Catholics in consecrated ground, 
though they belong to secret societies, 
and particularly to the Masonic order, 


is considered to be as sweeping as the 
original decree excommunicating those 
who did not resign from such orders 
and arganiaztions. It nullifies the dras- 
tic decree of seven years ago, and it is 
claimed will reconcile hundreds of Ro- 
man Catholics to the church who were 
banned because of their affiliation with 
the Free Masons. 

Among many Roman Catholics the 
decree means another triumph for the 
liberal school of American Catholi- 
cism, in that the Italian clerics who 
have hitherto controlled affairs in the 
Vatican have at last recognized a dif- 
ferent condition in the church in the 
Western Hemisphere than obtains in 
the continent of Europe. 

The decree regarding those who are 
members of the Masanic and other or- 
ders caused heartburning and bitter 
sorrow among many faithful Catholics 
who believed in the Masonic organi2a- 
tion, the Knights of Pythias and others, 
because of their benefit attachments. 

To a Roman Catholic the new decree 
is just as sweeping as the one which 
it virtually wipes out of existence. The 
new decree allows a priest to officiate 
at the burial and permits the burial of 
a Roman Catholic Mason or Knight of 
Pythias in .consecrated ground. The 
only provision made is that the de- 
ceased must not have been openly hos- 


“tile to the church, and that he must 


have expressed at some time, even if 
indirectly, a willingness to become 
reconciled to the church. This conces- 
sion means everything to the families 
of the men who thought it was consist- 
ent with their faith ta belong to such 
orders, notwithstanding the original 
drastic decree. It is said it will heal 
many painful wounds and will have a 
great effect in preventing bitter feel- 
ing and dissension. If a deceased 
Catholic who belonged toa secret ordér 
may be buried in consecrated ground, it 
is contended that the church will open 
its doors to him before he dies and that 
he will no longer be banned and refused 
the rights of the church, even though 
he does not give up his membership in 
the order to which he belongs. 

Some months ago the telegraphic dis- 
patches from Rome noted that a fight 
was being made against the spirit of 
Catholicism in the’United States. It is 
now believed that the fight was waged 
over the secret-society question. and 
that the issuance cof the recent decree 
was a triumph for Archbishop Ireland. 
To Roman Catholics in Chicago the de- 
cree is an acknowledgement that a mis- 
take was made when the former de- 
cree, directed against the American 
Catholics, was promulgated. 


Tradexmen’s Bank Liquidates. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Mr. Dawes, 
the Controller of the Currency, has ap- 
pointed Directors D. H. Bates, W. H. 
Wolverton and Julius Kuffman as a 
committee to liquidate the affairs of 
the Tradesmen’'s National Bank of New 
York. The Controller directs that the 
bank must be open for purposes of 
liauidation on or before December 1. 
He states that the receiver of the bank 
now has on hand $1,600,000 in cash and 
quick assets, amounting to between 
$600.000 and $700,000 additional, so that 
all depositors will be paid at once in 
full, except these who consented to an 
extension of four months, and even 
these. it is believed. will he paid before 
the expiration of that time. |

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Secretary 
of the Navy Jon D. Long in his an- 


nual report devotes considerable space 


to the operations of the American navy 
in the war with Spain. Years of pa- 


® tient, persistent training and deveiop- 


ment, the Secretary says, have 
brought. the navy to a point of high 
efficiency which resulted in the un- 
paralleled victories at Manila and 
Santiaga He says, however. “It is not 
possible in the space of an annuab re- 
port to state in detail the cperetions of 
the navy in the recent war, or do jus- 
tice to the conspicuous gallantry of its 
officers and men.” 

Secretary Long recites the fact of the 
bolwing up of the battleship Maine in 
Havana Harbor, February 15, and the 
loss of 266 lives, by the external ex- 
plosion of a submarine mine. The navy 
was then put in shape for war,,and as 
early as April 15, four weeks” before 
Cervera’s fleet reached Cuban waters, 
it was ready for the -autbreak of hos- 
‘tilities. 

Secretary Lorig recites the run of the 
Oregon from San Francisco Key 
West, where she became a part of Ad- 
miral Sampson's command; the block- 
ade of the northern coast cf Cuba and 
the operations at Manila. He gives the 
text of his now-celebrated order to Ad- 
miral Dewey, as follows: 

“WASHINGTON, April 24, 1898. 

“Dewey, Hongkorfg: War has com- 
menced between the United States and 
Spain. Proceed at once to the Phillp- 
pine Iskands. Commence operations at 
onee, particularly against the Spanish 
fleet. You must capture vessels or de- 
stroy. Use utmost endeavors, 

[Signed] “LONG.” 

a detailed description follows of the 
euccessful entrance of the American 
fleet into the Harbor of Manila, May 


1, 1888, past forts and mine defenses, 


and the destruction of the énemy’s 
fleet under the guns of Cavite. Ad- 
miral Montejo’s report giving the Span- 
ish loss as 381 killed and wounded is 
quoted, ‘and record made that not a 
man was lost on the American side, 
but nine slightly wounded. and “‘‘no 
damage Was done our ships.”’ Touch-

“Admiral Cervera's squadron came 
out of the harbor in the following or- 
der: Infanta Maria Teresa, Vizcaya, 
Cristobal Colon, Almirante Oquendo 
and the torpedo-boat destroyers Pluton 
and Furor. The New York turned ana 
steamed for the escaping fleet. flying 
the signal to close in toward the har- 
bor entrance and attack the vessels, 
but our ships had already, in accord- 
ance with the standing orders, at once 
engaged the Spanish ships with the ut- 
most spirit and vigor, and in the course - 
of a running fight, which continued un- 
til 1:20 p.m., the latter were completely 
destroyed and sunk, and the famous 
victory, with its splendid credit to offi- 
cers and men was won.” 

The report then recites the casua)- 
ties of 1 killed, 10 wounded and no in- 
jury to the ships of the Americans of 
any account; and Admiral Cervera, 
about 70 officers, 1600 men made prison- 


ers; about 350 Spaniards killed or 
drowned, and ‘160 wounded, After 


touching on the disposal of the pris- 
oners of war, the report recites the 
President's order coiperation _be- 
tween Gen. Shafter and Admiral 
Sampson in taking Santiago, and the 
resultant preparations to that. effect 
in the way of bombardment from the 
navy and formation of lines about the: 
city by the troops. After Gen. Shat- 
ter signaled the fact of the truce on 
July 12, to last till the following day, 
Admiral Sampson signaled the genera) 
that, “As commander-in-chief of the 
naval forces engaged in joint opera- 
tions, I expect to be represented in any 
conference held to arrange the terms 
of surrender of Santiago, including the 
surrender Of shipping harbor. 
Questions are involved of importance 
to both branches of the service.” 

To this Gen. Shafter made weply: “T 
shall be glad to have you represented 
but difficult to let you know. Confer- 
ence may take place at any hour.” 
The following day, July 14, Gen. Miles 
telegraphed Admiral Sampson: “I will 
be @lad if you will send to these head- 
quarters an officer to represent you 
during negotiations for evacuation.” 
On the 15th Gen. Miles signaled that 
surrender had been concluded, and on 
the 16th wrote the admiral that ‘at 
the request of the Spanish officials, de- 
lay had been granted;" later the same 
day Gen. Shafter telegraphed: “Knemy 
has surrendered. Will you send some 
one to represent navy in the matter?” 
The report states that Admiral Samp- 
son's chief of staff went to the front, 
“but Gen. Shafter declined to permit 
a representative of the navy 
be a party to the agreement of capitu- 
lation.”’ 

‘The matter of examination of the 
Spanish wrecks is next. treated, fol- 
lowed by a recital of the operations of 
the blockade. its arduous character, 
and the devotion of officers and crews 
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of Cavite and its ‘fortifications —de~- 
stroyed by ~ the Americans, the 
report refets to the advantage 
thus gained by the brilliant and 
electrifying victory at the outset 


of’ the war, the~ confidence it infused. 


throughout the country, removal of all 
apprehension for the Pacific Coast, and 
the indirect pecuniary advantage it 
gave the United States in the way of 
saving insurance rates, 

Transferring the scene of action to 
the Cuban campaign, the report relates 
Admiral Sampson's departure from 
Key West for the Havana blockade, 
May 21, of previous orders sent Com- 
modore Schley advising him of the 
probable whereabouts of the Spanish 
squadron and directing him to proceed 
with all dispatch to Santiage, and as- 
certain definitely if the ships were in 
that port; of further advices sent May 
27 by the Wasp. assuring him the 
enemy’s ships had been there and or- 
dering all possible speed; of telegrams 
from Schley to Sampson stating that 
coaling at Cienfuegos was uncertain, 
and he could not blockade if the Span- 
ish squadron was in Santiago. This 
decided Admiral Sampson to go to Key 
West for coal and, if authorized by 
the department, to proceed to Santi- 
ago in person. Meanwhile the New 
Orleans, accompanied by the collier 
Sterling, was ordered to Santiago with 
instructions to Schley “to remain on 
the blockade at Santiago at all haz- 
ards, assuming that the Spanish ves- 
sels are in that port,” the collier to be 
used to obstruct the channel. 

The report then details the movement 
of Schley fram Cientuegos to a point 
twenty miles ocr more southeast of 
Santiago, the repairs there to the Mer- 
rimac, the dispatch from himself in 
which the commedore is instructed to 
ascertain facts about the enemy's 
presence, nut to allow the ships to leave 
without decisive action, and suggesting 
ways of coaling. The commodore’s re- 
ply is quoted, in which he regrets not 
being able to obey, but that he cannot 
coal owing to the winds; cannett ascer- 
tain anything positive respecting the 
enemy, and cannot remain off Santiago 
with the squadron on account of the 
coal, 

Early on the morning of the 29th the 
Cristabal Colon appeared at anchor in- 
side the harbor entrance, with another 
man-of-war and two smaller vessels. 
The commodore then cabled that Cer- 
vera’s squadron was at Santiago: and 
an the morning of the 350th, with che 
Massachusetts, lowa and New Orleans 
fire Was exchanged with the enemy's 
ships at a range ct about seven thous- 
and yards. On June 1 Admiral Samp- 
son arrived off Santiago, and immedi- 
ately upon the concentration of these 
two forces a close and efficient block- 


ade was established at Santiago, Ad- 
miral Sampson in command, and a 
plan of attack was provided for 


standing orders. 

In the following words is the sinking 
of the Merrimac described: “On June 
38 an attempt was made to close the 
harbor by sinking across its entrance 
the collier Merrimac. This attempt, 
though unsuccessful in its object, was 
daringly executed. It is now one of 
the well-known historic marvels of 
naval adventure and enterprise, in 
which Naval Constructor Hobson and 
his men won undying fame.” 

Of the arrival of the transports and 
army expedition, Secretary Long makes 
extended mention: ‘that Gen. Shafter 
reported to Admiral Sampson on June 
22 his intention to begin to land troops. 
and the admiral’s coéperation in the 
disembarkation. Of Gen. Shafter’s 
urgent request that the navy try to 
force xn entrance, as it was not pos- 
sivle to say when he could take the 
batteries at the harbor’s mouth. 

“Admiral Sampson,” continues the 
report, ““wrote to Gen. Shafter that the 
forts which had been bombarded by 
the squadron could not inconvenience 
the army in capturing the city, as they 
could not fire except to seaward: that 
as the channel to the harbor was 
strewn with observation mines an ef- 
fort to force an entrance would result 
in the sinking of one of more naval 
vessels, and in closing the entrance to 
the harbor; Wut that if it was desired 


that the navy should attempt tovforce | 
the entrance he would at once prepare | 
» to undertake it, although he hoped that 


@n attack by the army on the shore 
batteries from the rear would leave 
the navy at liberty to drag the chan- 
nel for torpedoes. 
SMASHING OF CERVERA. 
“On the morning of July 3, an inter- 
view having been prearranged between

scientious service without-epportunity 
for winning distinction in battle.” 

The excellent work done by the 
Marine Corps is extolled, including the 
landing of the battalion at Guantanamo 
Bav and the attack by the enemy 
when Assistant Surgeon John Blair 
yibbs and five enlisted men were 
killed. Secretary Long says: “Too 
much praise canno®be given these of- 
ficers and men for the gallantry and 
discipline displayed eos most trying 
conditions.” 

Mention is made that the records 
are full of incidents in which con- 
spicuous and gallant service was ren- 
dered by others than the First Bat- 
talion. 

The naval militia is also honorably 
mentioned, the crews provided for 
auxiliary ships, 4000 of whom were 
patriotically granted leaves of = ab- 
sence or allowed to resign from State 
organization in order that they might 
enlist in the navy, and who, “con- 
sidering their lack of experience, ren- 
dered services so valuable that the 
country has been amply repaid for 
money expended in their instructios 
and training.”’ Most of the United 
States auxiliary naval- force, says the 
report. Was contributed by the naval 
militia in various States, and a small 
percentge by the merchant marine. 
These were distributed irs yachts and 
tugs at various important and strategic 
points on the coast, and officers and 
men “displayed special aptitude for 
the work connected with patrol duty.” 

The coast signal service is next 
touched upon, with its thirty-six sta- 
tions. in which the lighthouse and life- 
saving service codperated with the 
naval militia, and which included 23826 
men on the lookout for the approach 
of the enemy's vessels, or other sus- 
picious craft. 

OTHER BRANCHES. 

The methed and manner of purchas- 
ing auxiliary vessels is given in con- 
siderable detail, with tables of dates, 
amounts and previous owners, and the 
fact that the number of enlisted men 
in the navy was increased from 12,500 
to 24.128 to equip the fighting ships 
after they were augmented by 110 aux- 
iliaries. 

Secretary Long then says: “The De- 
partment feels, in contemplating the 
vast amount of work necessary to the 
successful operation of the navy dur- 
ing the past year, that the country as 
well as the service has cause for con- 
gratulation in the results which have 
followed, and in the further fact that 
no personal feeling ‘has arisen to mar- 
the glorious victories and the magnifi- 
cent work of the service.” 

Of. the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
the expenditures are given as $1,772,- 
155.10. Extensive improvements are 
noted as begun at Key West, Fort Jef- 
ferson, Dry Tortugas and Florida, pre- 
paratory to constructing coaling sta- 
tions. Mare Island improvements are 
included, comprising the channel 
dredged to ample depth in front of 
the yard, and to the bay, and other 
miscellaneous: improvements; the 
earthquake of March is also recorded, 
with the authority promptly accorded 
for work of restoration. Estimates 
are submitted for the yards and sta- 
tions, and increases asked to maintain 
them in readiness for war's demands. 

The report of the chief of the Bureau 
of Equipment is quoted from. The 
obligations under the head of ‘““Equip- 
ment of Vessels” is stated at $2,975,000 
during the fiscal year: and under “Na- 
tional defense for the same period,” at 
$1,02:,053, coal being the largest single 
item. Bureau of Navigation obliga- 
Lions are also noted. 

Upon the declaration of war, 225 re- 
tired officers were assigned to active 
duty, of which 98 are still serving: up 
to September 24, 856 officers for tem- 
porary service were made; 201 candi- 
dates who passed required examina- 
tions were not appointed by reason of 
their services not being required: up 
to and including November 15, 513 ap- 
pointments have been vacated by rea- 
son of death, honorable discharge, pro- 
motion, resignation and other causes. 

“Immediately after the signing of the 
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cers were of a high order. Many of 
them left large interests at home, made 
material sacrifices to serve their coun- 
try, and the department. desires to 


place on record its appreciation. of 
their services.” 


EXTENDING THE SERVICE. 


The bill for the appropriation of 
$500,000 for new buildings and improve- 
ments at the Naval Academy is noted, 
and the appointment of a board to re- 
port a course of instruction in naval 
construction. The Bureau of Ordnance 
next comes in for attention, and the 


112 guns of various calibers, from 4 to 
13-inch, have been completed at the 
naval gun factory, viz., sixteen’ 4-inch, 
fifty-four 5-inch, twenty-nine  6-inch, 
one 12-inch and twelve 13-inch. Thirty- 
three 6-inch and two 8-inch guns of 
ordinary type have been converted 
into rapid-firing guns. Twenty 4-inch 
suns and mounts under contracts with 
private firms have also been completed, 
and Seventeen others partly completed. 
New designs have been. prepared for 
all calculated to in- 
sure much greater muzzle energy. 
The first of these will be installed y 
the Maine, Ohio, Missouri, and on the 
four harbor-defense monitors author- 
ized by the last Congress. Gun con- 
struction work is well in advance or 
all vessels authorized. 

The value and necessity of smokeless 
powder is explained in detail, and also 
of torpedoes and tubes for under- 
Water discharge. All armor, except 
shutter plates for the Kearsarge and 
the Kentucky is reported as completed, 
accepted and delivered. ‘Electricity as 
a power on shipboard is extolled: the 
substitution in the armament of new 
vessels {8 given, with the proposed in- 
troduction. of submerged torpedo tubes. 

Next the report takes up the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair and the 
large amount of work done at the five 
principal navy yards in which a maxi- 
mum force was increased from 2200 to 
over 6000 in the construction department 
alone. 

NEW BATTLESHIPS, 

The three new battleships contracted 
for will practically duplicate the Ulinois 
class; the bids for monitors ynroviding 
for vessels of about 2700 tons displace- 
ment, Were so low that the department 
is now considering increasing their gize 
and efficiency to such price as the an- 
propriation will permit. The provosals 
for torpedo boats and torpedo-boat de- 
sStroyers- are also touched upon, as well 
as the training vessel Chesapeake, now 
in course of construction; and the plans 
for a gunboat for the lakes. The enor- 
mous increase in the work of the steam 
engineering bureau is stated. When, 
in advance of the declaration of’ war, 
orders were given for large amounts 
of boiler tubes, condenser tubes, and 
material for the manufacture of piping 
and fittings, they resulted in a material 
saving of time in the repairs to several 
ships. The severe tests to which the 
machinery of our vessels was put, the 
report says, shows the high character 
of the work and renews confidence in 
the efficiency and reliability of our 
engines and boilers. 


THE OREGON PRAISED. 


Of the performance of the Oregon, 
SecretarygLong says: “Her trip from 
Puget Sound to Key West was so ex- 
ceptional as to justify a brief reference. 
Leaving Puget Sound on March 6. she 
made the long journey of over 14,500 
miles to Jupiter Inlet. on the Florida 
coast, and was not delayed an hour on 
account of her machinery. The only 
stops made were for coal. Immedi- 
ately after coaling at Key West she 
took her place in the blockading line at 
Santiego, and in the great battle of 
July 3 quickly developed a vower 
greater than that attained on her trial 
trip and a speed onlv_ slightly less, 
easily distancing all other shins imme- 
diately engaged, except the Brooklyn, 
and forcing the fleetest of the Snanish 
cruisers to surrender.” 

EXPENDITURES, ETC. 

The credits in the paymaster-general's 
report ending June 30, are given as 
$137,042,869.82, the debits as $58,743,927.37, 
leaving a balance of $78,298,940.35. The 
surgeon-geénerals’ report tells of equip- 
nrent of hospitals and all vessels as 
well as the ambulance ship Solace. The 
sale of the condemned torpedo ram 
Alarm is mentioned, and special note, 
is made of the fact that of the $29,973,- 
274.22 allotted. to the department from 
the $50,000,000 appropriation in March 
“for national defense,’’ $618,447.17 is re- 
ported as not obligated, and will revert 
to the treasury January 1, 1899. Of 
the appropriations of $10,000,000 in June 
and $15,000,000 in July for an emergency 
fund, there has been allotted $3,168, - 
865.19. Of this amount $407,631.26 ‘has 
not been obligated, leaving a balance 
November 16 of $21,423,503.55, which it is 
expected will revert to the treasury 
January 1, 1899. 

Of the appropriation of $3,000,000 pro- 
viding for the auxiliary naval force. 
there remains a balance November 16 
of $2,.274,236.76. 

“Thus it will be seen,’’ says the Sec- 
retary, “that of the total appropriated 
for the emergtncy fund and the aux- 
iliary naval force, $28,000,000, there re- 
mains not obligated $23,697,740.31 -which 
under existing conditions will revert to 
the treasury January 1, 1899. There is 
also a credit to the Navy Department 
the sum of $739,943.70 reimbursed by 
the War Department for chartered 
steamers for the _ transportation of 
troonps.”’ 

Following the financial report, the 
matter of eivil employés_.is taken up 
and the severe test of the practicability 
of employing laborers and mechanics 
through boards of labor for navy yards 
is mentioned, together with the policy 
of the administration to give prefer- 
ence to those who served in military or 
naval Service during the civil war, as 
it will be to give preference to persons 
who served in the Spanish-American 
war. Attention is next called to legis- 
lation ‘recommended ,in the judge-ad- 
vocate-general’s report, that authority 
be given naval court-martials and 
courts of inquiry to summon and obtain 
the testimony of civilian witnesses; 
that they be empowered to use, under 
proper restrictions the depositions of 
witnesses: that the act of August 14, 
1888, concerning the Secretary of the 
Navy's authority to remove the charge 
of desertion be reénacted: that enlisted 
men in the navy who have served thirty 


of Commis- | 
sion such vessels as were not needed. ; 
and discharged the volunteer officers 
as rapidly as the exigencies of the ser- | 
vice would permit. Notwithstanding | 
the limitations of their naval educa- 
tion and experience, the zeal and at- 
tention to duty of these volunteer offi- 


years, be given the benefits of retire- 
ment: that certain provisions relating 
to examination of officers of the army 
for promotion, be made applicable to 
the navy: that certain sections of the 
revised: statutes be repealed. as the 
classification therein provided relates 
to vessels now obsolete; that provision 
be made for the use by the government. 


report says that during the past year | 
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of improvements patented by officers 
of the navy, leaving the compensation 
question to the- determination of the 
courts. Recommendation that authority 
be given to appoint additional officers 
in the pay corps is approved: and the 
report also recommends that an ex- 
amination be required for each of the 
grades of chief engineer: that an act 
to provide for the deposit of savings of 
seamen be made applicable to the 
marine corps; that provision be made 
authorizing the sale of vessels pur- 
chased for the war: that the statute 
authorizing the appointment of profes- 
sors of mathematics be so amended 
that no further appointments shall be 
made; and that the transport service 
be put under the control of the Navy 
Department. . 

“The recent experiences in the con- 
voying of troops from Tampa to San- 
tiago de Cuba,’ Says the Secretary, 
‘and from San Francisco to the Phil- 
ippine Islands, and: the landing of 
troops and supplies make it evident 
that we should follow the universal 
practice in foreign countries of placing 
this work in the hands of naval of- 
ficers.”’ 

The necessity of establishing a na- 
tional naval reserve is presented, with 
the faci that the department will sub- 
mit a bill to that effect to Congress; 
and the creation of a small judge-ad- 
vocates’ corps is recommended. Of 
House, Bill No. 10.403, the report states 
that the department earnestly desires 
its prompt attention by Congress. This 
bill provides: ‘“‘For the amalgamation 
of the officers of the line and the en- 
gineer corps of the navy; for an in. 
crease of ninety-nine officers in the 
new line; for a regular and constant 
flow of promotion; fer readjustment of 
the numbers in the different grades of 
the construction corps; for the _ re- 
tirement of officers who served cred- 
itably during the civil war in the next 
higher grade: for a change in the title 
of naval cedet to that of midshipman; 
that the course at the Naval Academy 
be decreased from six to four years; 
for the appointment of 100 warrant 
machinists; that the pay of the new 
line of the navy shall be the same as 
that of officers of the marine corps, or 
infantry of the army; that the term 
of enlistment ‘be increased to four 
vears. and all enlisted men shall have 
privileges not granted to the army and 
marine corps, and for a reorganization 
of the marine corps.’’ 

The number of officers now allowed 
is 921. Under the personnel bill law 
the number will be 1020. A board of of- 
ficers of high rank will be provided un- 
der the bill to select officers for retire- 
ment in the event that the retirements 


for age do not create sufficient num- 
ber of vacancies to allow for the flow 
of promotions. 

The report states in reference to the 
bill, that “the navy has won a warm 
place in the hearts of our people; it is 
our strong arm of defense; it has the 
confidence of the country, and by its 
magnificent work has entitled itself to 
every consideration at the hands of 
Congress. This bill provides at once 
some measure of reward for past 


-achievement and a promise of increased 


efficiency and greater usefulness in the 
future.’ In this connection the sug- 
gestion-is made of legislation whereby 
men in the ranks may have oppor- 
tunity -to rise by merit to official grade. 

Referring to “the injustice of the 
present system of rewarding officers for 
conspicuous conduct in battle and ex- 
‘traordinary hefoism,”’ the report recom- 
mends a change in the present law on 
the subject whereby rewarding one of- 
ficer shall not’ work injustice on an- 
other. Then follow instances where of- 
ficers were promoted over the heads of 
others who: had no chance to partici- 
pate in the battles of Manila and San- 
tiako. This’ method affects not only 
the distinction, but the pay, and has 
the effect of setting back in some cases 
officers who had been previously ad- 
vanced, Bills have been drawn in- 
tended to rectify such conditions. 

The revival of the grade of admiral 
and vice-admiral is.-touched upon, and 
the need of authority to increase the 
enlisted force whenever necessary. The 
necessity for an increased Navy is also 
advanced, with the development of its 
various branches, and the following 
recommendations of the Naval Hoard 
of Construction are submitted: “three 
sea-going sheathed and coppered bat- 
tleships of about 13,500 tons displace- 
ment; three sheathed and coppercd ar- 
mored cruisers of about: 12,000 tons 
displacement; three sheathed andl cop- 
pered protected cruisers of about 6000 
tons displacement; six sheathed and 
coppered cruisers of about 14500 tons 
trial displacement. The territorial ac- 
auisitions of the present year ere given 
as the reason for the necessity of the 
proposed increase. 

In conclusion, the report, referring 
to the Naval War Board, states that it 
was equal to every demand and through 
it proper control was exercised over all 
movements in the field. With such aid, 
with such helpful, earnest and ade- 
quate assistant secretaries, such ef- 
ficient and competent bureau officials, 
such cfficers in authority at naval sta- 
tions. and such officers and men afloat, 
the success of the Naval Department cT

LAVIGNE GETS THE DECISION 
OVER TOM TRACY. 


He Did His Level Best to Make a 
Chopping-block of © His Shifty 
Australian Opponent. 


LATTER RELIED ON JABBING. 


MEN GO THE TWENTY ROUNDS IN 


CLEAN FASHION, 


Clear Weather at Lexington Track. 
Drizzle at New Orleans—’’Coffee 
Cooler” a Winner—Coursing 
at Stockton. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT XEPORT.) 

PAVILION (San Francisco,) Nov. 25. 
—George Lavigne gained the decision 
over Tom Tracy tonight at the end of 
a twenty-round fight at 142 pounds or 
under. The fighting was clever and in- 
teresting throughout, but lacked the 
excitement which usually accompanies 
a contest between two such exponents 
of pugilism. Lavigne decidedly did the 
main work, being aggressive in every 


round, forcing Tracy about the ring and | 


compelling him to use all his cleverness 
and shiftiness of foot to avoid the little 
champion’s rushes. Tracy did _ not 
seem to be at all chagrined over the 
adverse decision, and took it all good- 
naturedly. 

When the preliminary was called, the 
pavilion was packed with 6000 people. 
The preliminary between S. Smith and 
Jae Bell, leightweights, was stopped by 
the police in the third round. The con- 
test became a shugging match, and to 
avoid possible injury to one of the con- 
testants, the police ordered the referee 
to stop it. It was declared a draw. 

At 9:10 o’clock Lavigne entered the 
ring, accompanied by Bill Lavigne, 
“Young Mitchell” and Tim McGrath. 
Tracy followed quickly with his sec- 
onds, Al Smith, Dewitt Vancourt and 
Walker. The men stripped in good 
condition, Lavigne weighing about 136 


pounds and Tracy 142. Lavigne hooked 


a little stouter than usual, but was ap- 


- ,parently in the pink of condition. Jim 


McDonald, the National League um- 
pire, was introduced as referee. Time 
was called at 9:24 o’clock. 

First round—The men agreed to break 


clean and not strike in clinches. The 
men fiddled for some _ time, with 
Lavigne forcing Tracy about the 


ring. Lavigne led first and reached 
the neck with the left: He tried several 
hard left chops for the face, all of 
which were blocked, Tracy countering 
with a couple of good body punches and 
a left jab, which left its mark on La- 
vigne’s eye. . 

Second round—Lavigne kept after his 


man, but the shifty Australian kept 
ourt_of reach. Lavigne led for the body. | 
Tracy drew back and came in hard on. 


the stomach with his left, which was 
the best blow landed so far. 

Third round—Tracy sent in a couple 
of jabs on the face, which cmly served 
to make Lavigne laugh and come back 
with a rush. No effective work was 
done in this round. 

Fourth round — Tracy’s wonderfu 
quickness of feet kept him beyond the 
range of most of Lavigne’s left chops 
and swings, while Lavigne’s face 
showed red marks from Tom’s left jabs, 
which his superior reach enabled him 
to land. 

Fifth round—Tracy jabbed his left 
hard on the face, but George countered 
with a right on the head. Lavigne 
swung a hard left on the body which 
made Tracy wince. Tracy seemed a lit- 
tle tired from his continued avoidance 
of Lavigne’s rushes. 

Sixth and seventh rounds—These 
were repetitions of those preceding, 
Lavigne rushing and leading fre- 
quently with his left for the body and 
head. 
breaking the force of almost all these 
blows 

Eighth and ninth rounds—These were 
slightly in Lavigne’s favor, per- 
sistent chopping and swinging leaving 
the skin on Tracy’s body and neck a 
ruddy hue. Tracy contented himself 
with countering with his left on 


George’s face and neck. 


Tenth round—-Tracy stood his ground 
better, and paid the “Kid’’ back in 
kind. It was the best fighting up to 
this stage, being an even thing. 

Eleventh round—This round was 
Lavigne’s round. He sent in a terrible 
left on the stomach which caused 
Tracy’s ever-present smile to disap- 
pear. Lavigne had the advantage at 
‘this point of the fight. 

Twelfth and thirteenth rounds—These 
were Lavigne’s rounds by a_ shade, 
though no really effective work was 
done. It looked at this stage as if it 
would go the limit and Lavigne would 
get the decision on account of his ag- 
gressive and more effective work. 

Fourteenth and Fifteenth rounds— 
These also were Lavigne’s, although 
Tracy made several determined stands, 
stalling off George’s rushes, but al- 
ways getting a little the worst of the 
mixes. Tracy tried several times. to 
reach Lavigne’s jaw with his right, but 
failed to connect. 

Sixteenth, seventeenth and eighteenth 
rounds—Lavigne held his lead, with a 
little more added, during these rounds, 
using his right on Tracy’s body with 
perceptible distress ‘to the latter. 
Tracy seemed the weaker of the ‘two, 
and resorted to purely defensive tac- 
tics. 

Nineteenth round—Tracy started in 
to force matters, and kept Lavigne 
guessing for some time. He jabbed 
George’s mouth hard several times, to 
which Lavigne responded with left 
swings for body. 

Twentieth round—The men fought 
carefully in the last round, neither 
taking chances. Referee McDonald 
promptly gave the decision to Lav igne, 
which was satisfactory to the crowd. 


BETS FAVORED LAVIGNE. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 25. —Sport- 
ing men throughout the country were 
interested in this event, as both fight- 
ers are top-notchers in their class. La- 
vigne was the only world’s champion

EXPANSION POLICY DENOUNCED BY

Rev. D. Galloupe Contradicts Teddy,

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—Gen. Shafter 
was the principal guest tonight at a 
banquet given at Delmonico’s by the 
Sons of the Revolution of the State of 
New York. In the course of a speech 
he said: 


“I wish to say something about the 
late war. about the success in Cuba. I 
suppose you all know how that cam- 
paign has been criticized. I want to 
tell you that it is much easier for a 
man to say how a thing should be 
done than to do it.”” Gen. Shafter then 
detailed the preparations for the 
Cuban campaign, and the embarkation 
for Santiago. He continued: 

“War was declared in April in the 
beginning of the sickly season in Cuba. 
It was the expressed intention of the 
President, and he told me so himself, 
to delay the war until after that sea- 
son. no matter what the public 
clamor was. He would not send volun- 
teers into Cuba during the sickly sea- 
son.” After referring to the condi- 
tions which made earlier movement 
necessary, Gen. Shafter told of the em- 
barkation at Tampa, of his arrival at 
Santiago, and said: 

“I will say right here that there was 
no strategy employed. I learned of a 
considerable body of Spanish troops 
in and about Santiago, which in round 
numbers I will place at 21,000. I knew 
we would have some sickness, and I 
determined to make a sharp. and 
forced march straight to Santiago. I 
had 20,125 men, all of the light artil- 
lery and all of the available cavalry. 
There were three regiments of vol- 
unteers, one composed of cowboys, 
who, while they lacked in the _ dis- 
cipline of the rezulars, were inured by 
past lives to hardships and did good 
work. There were also the Seventy- 
first New York, and the Second Mas- 
sachusetts. They were good _regi- 
ments, and did their duty well. [Ap- 
plause.] There is not a regiment in the 
volunteers on the face of the earth 
who could be made soldiers in the short 
time and training that these regiments 
had. Of course, we did not carry com- 
fortable homes with us. Every man 
had three days’ rations. All the gen-

The men were made to exercise on 
deck every day.” 

Rev. Galloupe said there was no 
hardship in sleeping in the open air 
in Cuba. The air was warm and the 
ground was dry sand. He slept sev- 
eral nights in the open air from choice, 
and he heard no complaints from any 
of the men. He described at length 
the preparations made for the recep- 
tion of the sick after the Santiago bat- 
tle, and said the stories of neglect 
and lack of accommodations had been 
grossly exageerated.

The City Council will be called upon 
to decide whether the phonographic 
parlor on Spring street near Third is 
a public nuisance or not. The matter 
was argued for more than an hour yes- 
terday before the Board of Public 
Warks, but no decision was rendered. 
The merchants on that block are di- 
vided as to the matter, and the mem- 
‘bers of the board are undecided what 
to do. 

The last day for the payment of the 
first installment of city taxes is Mon- 
day. Yesterday the collections 
amounted to almost $25,000, and.today 
and Monday they will probably be 
“heavier. There will be a smaller per- 
centage of delinquency this year than 
Last. 

Two apportionments of money to the 
standing funds of the city were made 
yesterday by the City Auditor. One 
was for $20,000 and the other for $40,- 
000. These bring nearly all the funds 
to the credit side of the ledger and 
largely increase the Treasurer’s cash 
balance. 

The petitions for street-railway fran- 
chises filed by the Los Angeles Trac- 
tion Company and other parties in in- 
terest have not been acted upon, owing 
to the desire of the members of the 
Board of Public Works for an‘ opinion 
on the matter by the City Attorney. 

The suit of Mrs. Lauterbach against 
Mrs. Rosa Voss came to trial yesterday 
in Judge Shaw’s court. The rather 
exceptional paint at issue is the perent- 
age of the plaintiff. She contends that 
she is a daughter of Frederick and 
Henrietta Voss, both deceased; but her 
claim is contested by the present Mrs. 
Voss, widow of the man whom Mrs. 
Lauterbach asserts was her father. In 
asking the court to hold in her favor, 
the plaintiff practically asks that the 
will af the late F. Voss be broken, for 
her name was altogether.omitted from 
the instrument. 

On Tuesday next the contest over the 
two wills in the Rumpf case will come 
to triah in Judge Clark’s department. 
Mrs. Wilhelmina Rumpf left consider- 
able property, including the Sycamore 
Grove, and each of the wills that have 
been produced is represented to be the 
decedent’s last will and testament.

He declared that the continual sound 
of the phonograph had almost reduced 
his wife to nervous prostration. an’ 
had caused many a customer to pass 
his place who would otherwise have 
entered and«spent money there. He 
ridiculed the idea that a phonograph 
could produce music and strenuously 
objected to his place. being ‘‘bom- 
barded,’’ as he expressed it, by the 
sound waves which came from the 
parlors, 

In his own defense, Mr. Tally de- 
clared that thé music furnished from 
his parlors was the best that could 
be heard anywhere, and he defied any 
person to truthfully say that it was 
not mufsic. He gave a long list of 
prominent persons who were his cus- 
tomers, and stated that the objection 
to his place was all due to spite. For 
more than an hour the board sus- 
pended other business and sat as a 
court to judge whether the place was 
a nuisance or not, and when all had 
been said that was to be said, Chair- 
man Blanchard, after asking repeat- 
edly if they were all done, stated that 
the matter would be taken under ad- 
visement. It is not considered prob- 
able that the petition first presented 
will be granted, as several of the per- 
sons who signed that petition have 
since withdrawn from it 

In the matter of the petition of E. 
Bryson and others, asking that a side- 
walk be constructed on the north side 
of Tenth street between Flower and 
Figueroa streets, the board recom- 
mended that the petition be filed. as 
permission for the construction of such 
a sidewalk has already been granted, 
the work.to be done by private con- 
tract. 

The petition of Dr. J. Schmitz, ask- 
ing that a portion of Decada. street 
and two alleys in the Sheboygan tract 
be vacated, was granted. The City 
Engineer was directed to furnish the 
City Attorney with the data for the 
preparation of the necessary ordi- 
nance providing for that vacation of 
streets, 

With reference to the petition of M. 
M. Miller and others, asking that Lake 
street between ‘Ninth and Tenth, be 
properly opened, the board recom- 
mended that the City Engineer fur- 
nish the City Attorney with the neces- 
sary data for the preparation of an 
ordinance for the straightening of the 
street, and the City Attorney is or- 
dered to present such an ordinance. 

The protest of Mrs. Ann Smith and 
others against the improvement of 
Ann street was ordered filed, as there 
are no proceedings for such an im- 
provement. 

The petition of C. Raphael and others 
for the improvement of Wilhardt street 
by private contract was granted, on 
condition that the necessary contract 
and bond be properly filed in the office 
of the City Engineer.

COUNCIL ASKED TO DECLARE IT A 
PUBLIC NUISANCE. 


Lively Discussion Before the Board 
‘of Public Warks on the Subject. 
Another. Large Apportionment, 
Petitions for Railrad Fran. 
chises. 


The members of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works made a futile effort yes- 
terday to determine whether the pres- 
ence of a, phonograph parlor on one of 
the principal streets of a city can be 
considered a nuisance especially when 
as a part of the paraphernalia of such 
a nlace there is a megaphone through 
which is played about all the phono- 
graphic tunes in the stock of such 
parlors. They heard arguments for 
and against such a place, and being 
unable to decide what to do they 
wisely took the matter under advise- 
ment, and will render their decision 
later. The matter came about through 
the filing of a petition with the City 
Council from certain business men on 
Spring street, between Third and 
Fourth streets, in which the Council 
was asked to put a stop to the wse of 
a megaphone as a part of the Tally 
phencgraphic establishment the 
west side of Spring street between the 
streets mentioned. In the petition it 
was stated that the parlor’ was a 
nuisance, as there were emitted from 
the place sounds which were any- 
thing but musical, and which were 
calculated to disturb the nerves of 
persons who were compelled to hear 
the alleged music every day and all 
day. The owner of’the place came 
lack at his opponents by filing a 
counter petition signed by nearly 
twice as many merchants who _ as- 
serted almost that the music that 
was wafted into their stores from the 
parlors was something of beauty and 
a joy forever. Not content with this, 
Tally, who owns the place, began se- 
curing the signatures of as many peo-. 


graphs as he could and when the mat- 
ter came up for hearing yesterday he 
had a petition. from 400 or more who 
had stopped to hear the tunes which 
emanated from the megaphone, and 
all of them pronounced it classic mu- 
sic of the highest order. 

To still further clinch the matter, 
and to properly present his~ conten- 
tions, Tally engaged an aggressive at- 
torney, and had him appear yester- 
day to combat any argument which 
might be advanced by the other side. 
He also securéd the attendance of a 
number of the customers of his place

Only two days remain for the pay- 
ment -.of the first installment of city 
taxes without delinquency, and all 
taxes which are not paid by the time 
the Tax Collector’s office closes on 
Monday night will become delinquent, 


and the usual penalty will be added. 


The payments have been unusually 
heavy during this week, and yesterday 
nearly $25,000 was paid into the Tax 
Collector’s office. The collections this 
year, if the payments todav and Mon- 
day are as heavy as those of vester- 
day, will exceed those of last year, and 
will leave a much smaller proportion 
of the first installment, delinquent 
than last year. | 


TAKEN UNDER ADVISEMENT. 


Petitions for Street Railway Fran- 
chises to Be Considered Later. 

Two petitions from the Los Angeles 
Traction Company and other parties 
in interest for franchises for the ex- 
tension of the lines of that company 
are in the hands of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, and it had been expected 
that some action would be taken on 
them at the regular meeting of the 
board yesterday. One of the petitions 
was filed more than two weeks ago, 
and asks for the adoption of an ordi- 
nance and the advertisement for bids 
for a franchise for a line which, if com- 
pleted, will consist of an extension of 
the Traction tracks west on Eleventh 
street to Hoover. This petition was 
considered at last week’s meeting of 
the board, but no final action was 
taken, the members desiring to consult 
the City Attorney as to the legal ques- 
tions involved. 

At the last meeting of the Council 
the Traction Company presented an- 
other petition asking that bids be ad- 
vertised for a franchise for the exten- 
sion of their lines from the Santa Fé 
depot to First street, thence across the 
viaduct to Anderson street, thence to 
Aliso street, and thence to the tracks 
of the Terminal Railroad. At yester- 
day’s meeting both these petitions 
were to have been heard, but, although 
representatives of the company urged 
immediate action, the members of the 
board were not ready to act. It was 
stated that there was some conflict in 
the law relating to the granting of 
such franchises, and before the matter 
was settled the members of the board 
desired to know just what they could 
do legally in the premises. The repre- 
sentatives of the company offered to 
take all chances on the legal side of 
the matter, being satisfied that there 
would be no trouble if once the fran- 
chise was advertised for and they se- 
cured it. The board preferred, however, 
to consult the City Attorney on the mat- 
ter and to have his opinion as to just 
what could be done before taking final 
action. Both petitions were, therefore, 
taken under advisement, and will be 
reported on as soon as the City Attor- 
ney’s opinion can be obtained. 


Will Meet Jointly Tuesday. 
_ There was to have been a joint meet- 
ing of the Board of Public Works and 
the Board of Fire Commissioners yes- 
terday morning for the purpose of 
considering the bids that have been re- 
ceived for fire engine-houses. The ses- 


sion was later postponed until the aft- 
ernoon and then as only two of the 
Fire Commissioners were able to at- 
tend it was decided -that the meeting 
to consider that matter be postponed 
until Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock. 
It will be necessary for the members 
of both boards to visit the property 
that has been offered for sale, and as 
there have been 163 bids, this work will 
require several weeks. 


Petitions to Establish Grade. 

Property-owners on Griffith avenue 
have petitioned the City Council to 
orderthe grade of that thoroughfare be- 
tween Clanton avenue-and Washington 
street changed and established accord- 
ing to elevations that are stated in the 
petition. The complete improvement of 
the street will follow the change of 
grade. 


Street Names Changed. 

For several weeks property-owners 
on Yolande street have been endeavor- 
ing to have the name of that thorough- 
fare changed to that of Thirtieth 
street. Yolande is not a continuation of 
Thirtieth street proper, and as such a 
change would result in a decided offset 
in that street, there was a numerously 
signed protest against the proposed 
change. The matter was referred to 
the Board of Public Works and yester- 


‘day that body decided to recommend 


to the City Council that the name of 
Yolande etreet be changed to that of 
Thirtieth place. This will make pos- 
sible the opening of West § Thirtieth 
street west of Vermont avenue, at any 
future time, so as to have a continued 
street under the same namie:

were covered with broken boards 
and strewn with paper for sev- 


eral blocks. Early yesterday morning

dition of the streets as a result of the 
presence of the sign boards and de- 
mending to know who was respon- 
sible for the litter. They wanted to know 
also who was going to clean the streets 
of the paper which was piled in door-

' Denied the Petition. 

The Sewer Committee of the City 
Council held a short session yesterday 
morning. Only one petition had been 
referred to this committee at the last 
meeting of the Council. It was that of 
H. Snillar, who asked that lot 5 of Cold- 
worthys’ Ninth-street tract be exempted 


from a sewer assessment on Ninth 
street. The committee did not consider 


that there was any valid reason for the 
exemption,’and therefore recommended 
that the petition be denied. 


Petition for Cancellation. 

Tax and License Collector Gish has 
filed a communication to the City Coun- 
cil in the office of the City ‘Clerk in 
which he recommends that the sale of 
the property of H. W. Keller on ac- 
count of the non-payment of taxes be 
cancelled. He asserts that Mr. Keller 
made every effort to pay his taxes, but 
owing to a mistake in the assessment 
the property was not found on the 
books. As the failure to pay the taxes 
was not due to any fault of the owner, 
the Tax Collector says it is but fair 
that the tax sale be cancelled without 
the assessment of any penalty.

A DAUGHTER’S DILEMMA. 


MRS. L. LAUTERBACH AVERS SHE IS 
FRED VOSS’S DAUGHTER. 


Incidentally She Desires to Break a 
Will, and is Opposed by the Pres- 
ent Mre. Voss, Individually and 
as Executrix. 


The proverb says that it is “a wise 
child that knows its own father,” and 
the truth of the adage is, to some ex- 
tent, being shown in the contest of 
Mrs. Lizzie Lauterbach aghkinst Mrs. 
Rosa Voss, her little daughter Pearl, 
and Mrs. Voss as executrix of the es- 
tate of Frederick Voss, her deceased 
husband. 

On August 10, 1896, the late Frederick 
Voss made a will, in which the only 
legatees named were his wife and in- 
fant daughter Pearl, and on February 


7 of the present year he died. The 
piaintiff. in the present suit, Mrs. 
Lauterbach, alleges that she is a 


daughter of the late Frederick Voss 
by his first wife Henrietta, and as her 
name was altogether omitted from her 
father’s will, it did not appear that 
the omission was intentional, and she 
consequently desires the court to de- 
clare her. a lawful heir. Then for a 
second cause of action, the plaintiff al- 
leges that Frederick Voss at the time 
of his death. owned a piano worth $200, 
two gold watches and chains, worth 
$150: the furniture of the Voss house 
on First street, worth $2000; a promis- 
sorv note for $500, secured by a mort- 
gage. and about $1000 in money. It is 
alleged that Mrs. Rosa Voss did not 
include this property in the inventory 
which she returned into court as exe- 
eutrix of her husband's estate, and the 
court is asked to declare this property 
included in the estate. 

Mrs. Voss, in making aiswer to the 
above allegations, testified upon the 


much hose 


witness stand yesterday that much of 
the property enumerated, above was 
her separate property, and had been 
obtained with money earned by her 
while working as a servant girl. 
contended in her behaif, too, 


Frederick and Henrietta Voss, but that 
her true name was Flizabeth Sherman. 

The facts as unfolded in the testi- 
mony yesterday showed that the plaint- 
iff had had quite a varied marital ex- 
perience. and her firat marriage cuts 
auite an important figure in the pres- 
ent contest. When only a little over 
14 vears of age she fell in love with a 
young fellow ‘named Walter Clancy, 
but as her father was opposed to the 


match, the young people got married 
under an assumed name. As time went 
on the reat¢tion of feeling set in, Mrs. 
Clancy obtained a divorce from her 
husband. and since then: has married 
twice. 

Mrs. Weise testified that she had 
known thé Voss family for about nine- 
teen years, and had always understood 


the plaintiff’to be the daughter of Mr. 
and the first Mrs. Voss. She said that 
mie had been told by Mrs. Voss that 
when her daughter Lizzie was born at 
Dayton, Nev.. no physician was pres- 
ent. and so she had eot an Indian 
squaw to aid her. The tatter embroid- 
ered a baby’s Indian moccasin and pre- 
eénted it to the recently-born infant. 


“Lizzie got married under a false 
name.” said the witness, ‘at the in- 
stiwation of Mrs. Clancy. Mrs. Voss 


told me of the will she had made, and 
‘showed it to me. In it’ she had left 


jewelry, and the other two-thirds was 
left to her husband to use until his 
death. The will was witnessed by a 
Mrs. Oldham and a man named Nel- 
son. 

“T went to see the second Mrs. Voss, 
after her husband's death, because I 


was interested in Lizzie. and wanted 
to see what her father had left her. 
Mrs. Voss told me that Lizzie hadn't 
seen her father, and that he hadn't 


informed her of his illness. She said 
she didn't want Lizzie to come around 
as she might cause trouble in getting 
Mr. Voss to change his will. ! said 
to her that if he had left Lizzie a few 
doliars it wovuld have cut her out, 
but that as it was it seemed to me as 
if Lizzie could break the will. Mrs. 
Voss renlied that she had seen’ that 
she could not come in. 

On cross-examination couns®l was 
very desirous cf knowing how and 
when the witness got hold of that bit 
of legal lore that a specific bequest 
of a few dollars to a child sufficed to 
debar him or her from breaking a 
will. Judge Shaw came to the rescue 
by remarking that that wus “chim- 
ney-corner’” law, that every hody 
might talk about. Then counsel asked 
if the late Mrs. Voss had not stated 
that ther had taken Lizzie when an 
infant from voor Jewish parents, 
White Pine, Nev. Mrs. Weiss de- 
nied this emnhatically, and on re-di- 
rect, said furthermore. that she ‘ieard 
Mr. and Mrs. Voss say in conversa- 
tion that Lizzie had married wnder 
an assumed name at the instigation 
of Mrs. Clancy, as the latter knew 
that Lizzie was their only child and 
would get whatever money they had. 

Charles Gagsen testified to having 
known Mr. Voss and his first wife 
in 1868 at Shermantown, Nev., ‘when 
Lizzie was onlv a vear or two old. 
They then spoke of her as “our baby,” 


and treated the little one in every 
Way as their own. 

George Zobelein, of the firm of 
brewers. knew the Voss family in 


1875 in Inyo countty, and he also testi- 
fied to the manner in which the little 
girl Lizzie was treated, and which in- 
dicated that she was the*daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Voss. sel a

‘maintained on a plan similar to that 


of the Transmississippi Congress -. and 
yther kindred organizations. Its ob- 
ject, of course, would be to promote 
the interests of that vast region com- 
prising the Southwestern States and 
Territories of the United States. Such 
an organization might be of incalcula- 
ble benefit to this section, in various 
ways which need not here be specified. 
Questions of supreme importance to 
the Southwest are constantly coming 
up. These questions, in many cases, 
cannot be adequately treated by local 
associations nor by individuals. An 
association. such as is contemplated 
could treat them in a broad, syste- 
matic, and effective manner, which 
would insure their proper considera- 
tion by the national government, if 
such consideration were necessary, 
and hastening their successful  solu- 
tion. 

By all means, then, let the South- 
western Commercial Congress be or- 
ganized. Let it be placed upon a 
practical, substantial basis from the 
beginning. Let its officers be com- 
posed of men who are able and will- 
ing to devote all the time that is 
necessary to the promotion of the en- 
terprise, and who are well known 
throughout the Southwest as men of 
push, energy, and practical business 
ability. Under such auspices the as- 
sociation would be a pronounced suec- 
cess from its inception, and would 
be able to accomplish untold good 
for this vast empire of the South- 
west, the resources and the wealth of 
which we have as yet hardly begun to 
develop. 


The matter of the Board of Educa- 
tion is something to which, many 
times, too little attention is givén by 
nominating conventions, but the city 
ticket for the board put up by the 
Republicans for the campaign now 
upon us is of exceptional quality and 
deserves the especial consideration uf 
voters.

PROFITS OF MINING. 

THE Times has had something to 
say recently in regard to the weak 
points of mining stock exchanges. It 
would be a mistake, however, to 
jump at the conclusion that, because 
dealing in mining stocks has been 
much of a gamble and generally un- 
satisfactory to all concerned that the 
development of mineral deposits par- 
takes of the same character. It would 
be just as reasonable to condemn 
athletic exercises because brutality 
and fraud have taken possession of 
the prize ring and accidents sogie- 
times occur on the football field. ‘he 
business of mining, when conducted 
in a practical manner, is as safe and 
profitable as any other branch of 
business activity. Investigation would 
show that the percentage of losses 
on money. invested in the mining 
business is no greater, if as great, as 
average losses in trade. 

On the other hand, the legitimate 
prizes which may be won by success- 
ful miners are great and _ alluring. 
Near home, in the Randsburg district, 
we have an example of one mine, the 
development of which is still in the 
early stage, yet this mine—the Yellow 
Aster—is said to be paying at the 
rate of about $60,000 per annum. An 
exchange tells how, a few weeks ago, 
a Salt Lake man refused $250,000 spot 


mining stock. When he bought it, it 
cost him $7.50 per share; it has since 
paid forty-seven consecutive monthly 


he is receiving $30,000 per annum on 
2. $75,000. investment, which is one of 
the reasons why, in these days of 3 
per cent. per annum, that stock in a 
well-managed mine is ‘a sought-for 
investment. 

If capitalists would give the same 
amount of careful investigation to 
‘mining propositions that they do 10 
other investments which are brought 
to their attention, we should soon 
see un immense development of the 
mining territory of the southwest, and 
the cry would no longer be heard that 
mining is a gamble. 


THE TREATING NUISANCE, 

A good movement has been started 
in Chicago, where a non-treating club 
has been formed, the members of 
which pledge themselves not to treat 
anybody. It is said that, in a short 
tirae, branch clubs will exist in ev- 
ery large city from Maine to Califor- 
nin. Five tbousand buttons and 
cards were issued the first few days, 
10,000 more buttons have been or- 
dered, and the demand at present 1s 
greater than the supply. The organ- 
izers and promoters of the club are 
some of the general and passenger 
nugents located at Chicago, the chief 
among them being Elliott T. Monett, 
general western passenger agent of 
the New York, Ontario and Western 
Railroad, and the president of’ the 
American Association of Traveling 
Passenger Agents. 

As we have said, this is an excel- 
lent move, and, if persevered in, will 
accomplish much good toward dimin- 
ishing the evils of the liquor business. 
Some years ago, an attempt was made 
to put a non-treating law through the 
Colorado Legislature. It is not to be 
expected that this practice can pe 
broken up by legislation, but by mak- 
ing it unfashionable, it may, before 
many years, become, to a great extent, 
au thing of the past. It is only in the 
United States that the practice uf 
promiscuous treating is found. ft 
undoubtedly contributes more to the 
unfortunate prevalence of drunken- 
‘ness than any other single cause that 
could be named. It is wasteful, sense- 
less, extravagant, and 
habit of over-indulgence among thon- 
sands who. would .otherwise be moder- 
ate in satisfying their desires. If the 
temperance organizations would only 
consent to,come down off their high 
horses for a few years, and aid in 
propogating a practical reform of this 
kind, they would certainly accomplish 
far more good than they can ever 
hope to do through political wire-pull- 
ing and general denunciation of the 
“rum fiend.”’

{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Nov.. 25.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The faculty of the diocese 
of London thas granted Mrs. Anna 
Maria Drwuce, a daughter-in-law of 
the late Thomas C. Druce, who, she 
asserts, was the fifth Duke of Port- 
land, a permit to open and inspect 
the coffn alleged to contain the re- 
mains of her father-in-law, or & man 
buried as Thomas C. Druce. Chan- 
eallor Tristam, in rendering the de- 
cision at the consistory of the Court 
of St. Paul’s granted (fifteen days 
for an appeal.

Druce claims that the alleged death 
and burial of her father-in-law were 
deceptions, and that he lived and 
finally died in a lunatic asylum as 
.. Harmer. Her son, whom. she 
asserted is the rightful Duke of Port- 
land, is said to be a domestic servant, 
and was last heard of in Australia. 
Mrs. Druce says her father-in-law, 
as the fifth Duke of Portland, having 
suffered keen remorse and abject fear 
as the result of the tragic death of 
his brother, Lord George’  Bentick, 
‘both of whom were in love with the 
same woman, adopted the name of 
Thomas Charles Druce, thereby trans- 
ferring to himself as Druce an im- 


mense property belonging to 
himself as Duke of Port- 
land. Having realized the risk 


of exposure from his double existence, 
he caused a coffin to be buried with 
his supposed remains. 

If Mrs. Druce can establish her con- 
tention that her father-in-law did not 
die in 1864, as supposed, the will can 
be invalidated and her son will be- 
come entitled to the estate and title 
now held by William, Duke of Port- 
land. A recently-published estimate 
of the Duke’s rent rolls places the 
amount at nearly £400,000 yearly. .

GENEROUS CHILDREN. 


THANKSGIVING OFFERING TO THE 


DESERVING POOR. 


Capt. Frasier of the Good Samaritan 
the Medium Through Which the 
Donations Are Received and 
Distributed — Twenty-six Tons 
Contributed This Year. 


—— 


Capt. J. A. Frazier af the Good Sa- 
maritan, and his assistants, are busily 
engaged in assorting and delivering the 
annual Thanksgiving offerings of the 
school children of Los: Angeles to the 
poor and néedy. | 

Few peonle realize the magnitude 
of this work and the great good accam- 
plished through the generosity of the 
children who attend the fifty-three pub- 
lic schools of Los Angeles. Prof. Fo- 
shay has always taken a deep interest 
in the laudable efforts af the children 
to do their share toward relieving the 


>| distress of the unfortunate, and has 


been of great assistance to Capt. Fra- 
zier in keeping up the.good work. 

On the Gay before Thanksgiving the 
school children take or send their dr 
nations to the particular school which 
they attend. Capt. Wrazier then 
has the contribuiions removed to 
the general headquarters of the 
Good Samaritan, at No. 648 Soutn 
Los Angeles street, and then 
distributed to the needy. This year the 
contributions of the children amounted 
to about twenty-six tons, and included 
everything imaginable in the way of 
food, wearing apparel, toys, etc. This 
year the Los Angeles Transfer Com- 
pany did the hauling, free of charge, 
from all the schools, except four, to tne 
Good Samaritan headquarters. The 
floor space at the regular headquariers 
was inadequate to accommedate the 
immense amount of crmtributions, so 
Herman Kerckhoff tendered to Capt. 
Frazier the free use of the store room 
at the northwest corner of Los An- 
geles and Seventh streets. 

On Thanksgiving day Capt. Frazier 
distributed provisions tc 300 families, 
representing 800 people, mostly children 
and women. Mrs. Marcoux, matron of 
Rescue Home, 
is assisting Capt. Frazier in the hand- 
ling of the Thanksgiving contribution. 
The various benevolent and charitable 
institutions will each receive an equal 
share, and the balance will then be dis- 
tributed to private families. Yesterday 
Mrs. Marcoux, With six assistants, was 
busy assorting and dividing the great 
quantities of groceries, canned fruit, 
potatoes, clothing, shoes, bcoks, toys, 
etc. 

Today the various charitable insti- 
tutions will send to the headquarters 
and get their share of the supplies, 
after which Capt. Frazier will continue 
the distribution to private families. 

This sort of relief work, outside of 


the regular Thanksgiving offering of } 


the school children, is carried on dur- 
ing the entire year through Capt. Fra- 
zier. He receives an enormcus amount 
of food, clathing, etc., from merchants, 
hotels, bakeries, commission men and 
private individuals, which is distributed 
to the deserving poor. Every case of 
distrees reported to the captain is in- 
vestigated by Miss Sturgis, the regu- 
lar field worker. Capt. Frazier and 
Miss Sturgis are continually mn the 
alert for new cases requiring their at- 
tention, and they afe familiar with al- 
most every family of deserving poor 


It requires considerable | 


tact and investigation sometimes to 
prevent being imposed upon, as ieee 
come jin comtact quite often with people 
who would rather live on charity than 
to work for a living. 

At the headquarters of the Good Sa- 
maritan, Capt. Frazier has an alpha- 
betical list of poor and deserving fami- 
lies, with the number children in 
each family, to whom supplies are 
regularhby distributed. He also keeps 
a list of everything received and how 
During the past eleven 
months over 57,000 pounds of bread 
alone have been received and dis- 
tributed.

A Case of Measles and Two Typhoid 
Suspects. 

William Rennes of Santa Ana, a 
member of Co. L, Seventh Regiment, 
was sent to the County Hospital yes- 
terday afternoon from Camp Pratt, 
suffering from a mild attack of’ the 
measles.

As yet the symptoms 
are uncertain, but if typhoid develops 
the men will be hurried to the County 
Hospital and isolated.

STREETS INUNDATED WITH OIL. 


PROPERTY LOSSES AGGREGATING 
MANY THOUSANDS OF DOLLARS, 


Narrow Escape of Several Families 
From Derth cr Serious Injury. 
One Horse Killed—De Droot’s 
Derrick Down, 


The high wind on Thursday night did 
much damage to fruit trees and some 
to buildings in and about the city. For 
several hears on Thursday the weather 
conditions inspired hopes of rain, and 
in the mountains to the northward and 
‘eastward there was rain and a few 
drops fell in the valley, but the wind 
shifted to the north and not onsy blew 
away the rain clouds, but filled the air 
with dust and sand. The wind was un- 
usually stromg for this part of the world 
and was iermed a gale, but it reached 
a velocity of only thirty miles an hour. 
Some chimneys and roofs that were 
not built to withstand heavy winds 
were biawn away. and a few trees in 
the city were uprooted. 

In the San Fernando and other 
valleys to the north the velocity of the 
wind was much greater, judging by 
the effects. Telegraph poles were blown 
down and trains were delayed on the 
railroads. Pesple living in frame build-, 
ings in the country were alarmed and 
left their homes to seek safety in stone 
drying-rooms, adobe stables and other 
more substantial siructures. Between 
the Southern Pacific track and the foot- 
hiils several buildings were partly un- 
roofed and many chimneys. thrown 
down. Great damage to fruit orchards 
is reported also. Near West Glendale 
many orange and olive trees ‘were 
blown down and the fruit was stripped 
from those left standing. The damage 
to the orange crep.in the county, as 
estimated by growers, varies from 10 
to 50 per cent. Parts of the San Ga- 
_briel Valley suffered severely. 
DERRICKS DEMOLISHED. 


The north wind played ‘havoc in the 
Oil district. About fifty derricks were 
toppled over and many others were 
-wrenched and twisted so as to be un- 
safe should another stiff breeze come 
up. In a number of instances the fall- 
ing timbers crashed upon _ buildings, 
doing considerable damage. Fortun- 
ately no human beings were killed or 
injured, although several had close 
calls. One horse fell victim to the 
storm, and was so badly injured that it’ 
had to be killed. 

The property loss is no less than $10,- 
000, and the loss occasioned by stop- 
page of work and repairs will swell 

nt to_about-$20,000. 

The heaviest individual loser is L. 
G. Parker, who estimates his loss. at 
$1000 at the lowest calculation. Two 
derricks owned by Mf. Parker individ- 
ually were blown down, and several 
more in which he was interested suf- 
fered a like fate. 


A FLOOD OF OIL. 


A derrick on Boylston avenue, just 
. north of Temple street, owned by Mr. 


Parker, went down before the blast 
about 5 o'clock ~yvesterday 


morning. 
Some of the falling timbers went end- 
foremost into a 600-barrel tank filled 
with oil to within five inches of the 
top. Two holes were knocked in the 
‘bottom of the tank. A flood of oil was 
let loose, ari went raging down temple 
street as fa as Fremont avenue, where 
it entered an underground storm drain. 
_ Temple street, at its intersection with 
Boylston avenue, was flooded its entire 
width. The conduits of the cable road 
were filled with the stuff, but the 
greater part of the torrent of oil was 
confined to the gutter on the north side 
of Temple street, where it flowed in a 
steady stream until citizens built dams 
across the gutter with banks of earth 
and confined the murky liquid until it 
could be scooped up to be stored in 
barrels. Considerable oil was saved in 
this manner, but most of it was carted 
off by the persons who saved it. so that 
at least 550 barrels are a dead loss to 
the owner. 

Mr. Parker had men and teams at 
work all day, cleaning up the oil and 
covering the surface of thé street with 
fresh ground, so as to-make it passable 
for vehicles. 

HOUSES CRUSHED. 

At College and Adobe streets Mrs. 
J. Romero and her three daughters had 
a thrilling experience and a narrow es- 
cape from death. The Alderson der- 
rick at that’ place fell across the 
Romero cottage, partly demolishing the 
building, but in such a manner as to 
afford the inmates a remarkable escape. 
In one corner of a room that was 
crushed in was a bed occupied by Mrs. 
Romero and her youngest daughter. 
Diagonally opposite in another corner 
‘was a bed occupied by two other 
daughters. Shortly before daylight, the 
family were awakened by a _ terrible 
crash and found themselves surrounded 
by the debris of broken timbers. The 
Alderson derrick had crashed through 
the roof in such a manner as to strike 
the outside lower corner of each bed. 
The bed clothing was pinnned fast by 
the timbers. but none of the sleepers 
Were injured. Mrs. Romero's escape 
was all the more remarkable, in that 
a heavy plank came endways through 
the roof and stopped within a foot of 
her head. 

(lose by the Romero punteunain a der- 
rick belonging to Maier & Zobelein. 
fell upon a horse and wagon owned by 
Herman Rohrs, a peddler. The wagon 
was completely demolished, while the 
horse. tethered to a tree near by, had 
both hind legs broken and hd to be 
killed to end its misery. 

One of Turner Bros.’ wells at. the 
corner of Rockwood street and Bel- 
mont avenue fell on a house, crushing 
in the roof badly. 

A derrick belonging to Brookens & 
Aiken. at the corner of Bonnie § Brae 
and Miramir streets, feil on a house. 


knocked down two chimneys and 
crushed in the roof. 

A derrick belonging to Dr. Karl 
Kurtz on Belmont avenue, fell on a 


house, doing some damage. 

A derrick belonging to Parker, Craig 
& Proudfoot. on the Edgeware road. 
crushed in the roof of a house. 

A. Salano’s derrick on Hinton avenue 
fell across a tank, lettine loose about 
400 barrels of oil. 

Mrs. Summer's derrick on College 
street fell across a house, which was 
considerably damaged. 

A derrick belonging to the Milwaukee 
O11 Company at the corner of Adobe 
and Bernard streets, fell across a 
small tank. letting loose about fifty 
barre's of oil. 

William Ferguson’s house and barn 
at Yale and Bernard streets, were 
damaged by a derrick belonging to A, 
H. Headley. which fell upon them.

Southern Legislators to Visit Whie 
tier and Talk Laws.

There is no place 
for the pupils when sick, even. with 
contagious diseases, except in the main 
building. As among 400 children there 
is alweys mere or less sickness, the 
trustees urge that there is gpeat neces- 
sity for the erection of a small. but 
complete hospital. theroughly fitted for 
all emergencies and isclated from the 
other buildings so as to prevent all 
danger of the snread of disease. 

The continuance of the usual appro- 
nriations for current exnenses is de- 
sired. At present the average cost for 
the~ maintenance and education of the 
pupils amounts to a monthly sum 
varying from $20 to $25 for each child. 

A visit will also be naid to the Los 
Angeles State Normal! School, and per- 
haps to other State institutions in this 
vicinity.

HIS CRITICS. 


A Record of Businesslike Conduct. 

Fred Eaton Warns the People 

Against Bondage to a Corporna- 
tion, Like San Francisco's Slav- 
ery to Spring Valley. 

John Drain, néminee for Superin- 
tendent of Streets, made a telling 1e- 
joinder to slanderous attacks made 
upon him by political enemies at the 
Republican rally held last evening by 
Eighth Ward citizens in the hall of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, North Main and Sotello streets. 

The hall was crowded with voters 
gathered to Hhisten to addresses by 
Fred Eaton, Republican candidate for 
Mayor, and the other men on the mu-

Mr. Drain traced his experience in 
the office of Superintendent of Streets. 

‘“‘My record,” he said, “is before 
I am no stranger to you. I don’t 
pretend to tell you that I have made 
no mistakes—no man is infallible. You 
must judge whether or not I:am the 
best man for the place. You can tell 
something as to that when you com- 
pare the present’ condition of the 
streets with what it was two years ago, 
and remember that I have had only 
one man to eight miles of street and 
one team to every thirty miles. 

‘“‘Many people have been disappointed 
because I couldn’t give them jobs. The 
Superintendent of Streets can’t put 
men on just when he chooses; only 
the Council has that power. He can 
discharge them, and that is all. 

“T believe you all know how I stand 
on the labor question. I am a street- 
paver by trade. I have worked thou- 
sands of men, and I have never asked 
a man to work for less than $2 a day. 
I don’t believe in cheap labor. No 
American citizen can properly support 
his family for less than that. 

“I have made no promises of posi- 
tions to anyone. The other side has 
made all manner of promises. If any 
candidate for office gdes around show- 
ering promises, beware. He does it 
only to get your support, There are 
other people whose support he wants 
and to whom he will make promises, 
and there are so many in the end that 
he can never deliver the goods. Be 
cautious about doing business with 
such a candidate.”’

The city has tried 
again and again to buy the plant from 
the Spring Valley people, or in some

to get rid of the water company, and 
conduct the plant ourselves. 

“If I am elected Mayor, I’ll make no 
gallery plays. I will act just as I 
would in managing my own business 

affairs. This question of municipal 
ownership has been a hobby of mine 
for years. When we acquire the 
plant, we shall have to provide for 
its administration. It is my ambi- 
tion to do that.

ALFRED I, TOWNSEND'S FALL FROM 
A WINDMILL TANK. 


One of the Ladder Steps Gave Way 
and the Man Was Precipitated

Alfred I. Townsend, of Townsend 
Bros., the patent -solicitors, was killed 
about 6 o’clock last night, at his home, 
No. 1340 West Washington street, by 
falling from the tank of his windmill to 
the ground below, a distance of thirty 
feet.

It was agreed that Mr. Mulholland 
would endeavor to ascertain more fully 
the age of the pipes, and the testimony 
proceeded. 

About the most interesting point de- 
veloped was the cost of making con- 
nections with buildings. Mr. Mulhol- 
land testified that half-inch service 
connections cost the water company, 
on an average, about $8, of which $3.50 
is for labor and $4.50 is for material. 
The company charges the consumers 
$12 for these connections, while its 
rate is $16 for %-inch connections, $25 
for 2-inch, and $35 for 3-inch, the rates 
for larger connections not being fixed. 
He further testified that in all cases 
the company had been paid for these 
connections. The importance of this 
testimony was not brought out, but in 
view of the stipulations between the 
attorneys, it is interesting. The water 
company and the city have not been 
able to agree upon the matter of the 
connections, the company claiming 
that it is entitled to pay for these ser- 
vice connections from the city, while 
the latter maintains that the water 
company is not entitled to pay: for 
that which they have alread en

James Powers, who died here this forenoon 
at No. 182 South Marengo avenue, was a 
member of a noted family in Springfield,

Ile had been a large farmer and banker, 
and had extensive interests in Sangamon 
county, Ill. The father of the deceased was 
an intimate friend of Abraham Lincoln, and 
was the Justice of the Peace of Sangamon 
county, before whom Lincoln tried his first 
case In a log cabin that Squire Powers built 
with his own hands. 

The funeral of Mr. Powers will take 
place at Reynolds & Nuys’s, Monday after- 
Rev, E. L. Conger, D.D., 
will officiate, the family have re- 
quested Mr. Conger to accompany the re- 
mains to Illinois, in order to conduct 
services there, -Twelve years ago Dr. Con- 
ser went several hundred miles to officiate 
at the funeral of Mr. Powers’s father, in

In his home in thi city, Dr. Conger has 
‘a historical souvenir of the elder Powers 
and his friend Lincoln, in the shape of 2, 
cane made from the wood of the log cabin 
in which Lincoln argued his first cause be- 
fore Judge Powers.

Roofs 
were blown off from two stores. R. H. 
Pinney’s new barn on South Marengo was 
blown down. Several unsightly bill-boards 
were laid flat. The shed of the Terminal 
Railway Station was completely wrecked. 
Twenty windows at Throop Institute were 
smashed. Merchants complain of a heavy, 
loss due to the soiling of goods by the in? 
pouring dust, Two of our hotels had just 
finished house-cleaning, and must do all the 
work over again. Housewives generally had 
the blues this morning. It was the worst 
sandstorm known here for seven years, 

Reports indicate that the damage to or- 
chards in Sierra Madre, Altadena, and 
towns north of this city, was greater than 
in Pasadena. In. some instances, most of 


the leaves and fruit were stripped from the 
trees.

Pistol Smuggler Held With Bail at 


Three Thousand Dollars—County 
Officers-elect File Bonds—Mur- 
derer Fellows’s Trial Reset. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 25. — [Regular Correr 
spondence.}] The misdoings of Chinaman are 
at present demanding consi@erable attention 
from Dist.-Atty. West, Justice of the Peace 
Craddick of Orange and other county officers. 
The Chinaman who made such a bold attempt 
to smuggle a big pistol to a friend confined in 
the County Jail yesterday afternoon was 
taken before Justice Huntington at 9 o'clock 
this morning and arraigned on, a charge of 
attempting fo aid a prisoner to escape from 
the County Jail. Through an interpreter he 
gave his name as Wong Ching Chi, and said 
that he lived in Los Angeles. His trial was 
set for Monday at 10 o'clock, with bail fixed 
for his appearance at that time in the sum 
of $3000. He was returned to jail. Wong was 
evidently sent here from Los Angeles by the 
highbinder company, to which he and the 
other imprisoned Chinamen belong, for the 
purpose which he was prevented by Jailer 
Ulm from accomplishing.

POSTOFFICE EX'TENSION, 


INTERESTING FEATURES OF DE- 
PARTMENTAL REPORT. 


a 


Mails for an Army of a Quarter ofa 
Million Men Handied Promptly. 
Some of the Larger Camps Did 
an Business Equal to That of a 
Big City. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REI mT.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The most 
interesting review of the postal ser- 
vice for some years, owing to its Op- 
erations in military and naval fields, 
is the report of Postmaster-General 
Charles Emory Smith. Aside from 
the discussion of the regular branches 
of the department it tells of the work 
accomplished and policies adopted in 
our Territorial acquisitions. The Post- 
master-General says: 

“The war entailed the necessity of 
a military postal service, and prompt 
measures were required for nandhng 
the mails of an army of a quarter of 
a million of men. Large postoffices 
were suddenly created at the camps 
of concentration; the exigencies of 
constant changes and movements 
Were met. and the mititary end naval 
forces on active service in the West 
Idies and Philippines had ,rompt 
and constant postal communication at 


the volume of postal business to that 
of cities of high rank. - Quick and 
intelligent management was de- 
manded. and trained clerks were de- 
tailed from available points.” 

Continuing, the report says: 

“When our troops advanced into 
Cuba, the postal service also advanced 
with them. When Santiago surren- 
dered, United States Postal Agent 
Eben Brewer took possession of the 
postoffice. He removed the Spanish 
director and ten of its large force of 
clerks, retaining some as _ interpreters, 
and gave the office a far better foot- 
ing with a much smaller force. Now 
there are four deliveries in the busi- 
ness portion of Santiago City, and 
regular mail communication has been 
established with Havana and interme- 
diate seaports and with Jamaica and 


our arms and our flag to Porto Rico. 
From Ponce it was extendedus rapidly 
as the different places passed into 
our possession, until now there are 
twelve military postal stations there, 
having postal connections with 
many smaller places.” 

Referring to the methods of ex- 
tending the postal service in the ac- 
quired territory, the report says: 

“The general nostal service as- 
sociated with the military postal ser- 
vice and operated by the same ma- 
chinery. No new appointments, save 
in One or two instances, were made. 
Trained men from our home service 
were detailed as superintendents, and 
agents were placed in charge of § the 
larger offices, retaining such of the 
old employés as were needed or could 
be made available. In the smaller 
places the old postmasters are 


tinued or other local officers are 
found. There has already been a 


great improvement over the old €pan- 
ish service, and the work has 
just berun. 

“The acquisition of Hawaii has not 
thus far been followed by any change 
in our postal relations with that coun- 
try. The absorption of its postal sys- 
tem into our own and the exercise of 
our control, like the incorporation of 
other features of its local administra- 
tion, have awaited the report of the 
Congressional Commission, and _ the 
legislation which will follow. There 
was the more reason for opserving 
this obligation, as Hawaii already has 
a good mail service which is more 
than self-sustaining.’’ - 

The report refers at length to the 
service rendered during the late war by 
the auxiliary cruisers and merchant 
marine, and says: 

“The act of 1891, invested the Post- 
master-General with authority to en- 
ter into such contracts for the carrying 
of mails on American steamships as in 
his judgment will best subserve and 
promote the postal and commercial in- 
terests of the United States. In accord- 
ance with this provision, lines have 
been established to points in the Gulf 
of Mexico, and steamers’ recently 
launched for the service and just now 
undergoing inspection by a naval officer 
will be available as cruisers should 
they be needed in a future emergency. 

“But no lines have thus far been. 
established under this act on the Pa- 
cific and the requirement of an equit- 
able distribution, which enjoys atten- 
| tion in that direction, is forced and ac- 
centuated by the recent expansion of 
American interests on that ocean. 
Should steps be taken to extend our 


Pacific, as it has been moderately ex- 
tended on the Atlantic, such action 
will not only comply with the snirit 
and purpose of the existing law. hut it 
will naturally follow and utilize the 
opening of American 
that quarter.”
